The new clauso iu the law requiring all 
nominations to be handed in to the clerk 
in writing is an excellent one and gave the 
proceedings more of a business tone. At 
the close of tho nomination Mr. Herring 
declared Messrs, Deroche and Templeton 
elected echool trustees by acolama'ion. 
He also read a communication from the 
town solicitor, containing an opinion from 
the Deputy Attorney General that under 
the new law a ratepayer has the right to 
vote for councillors in each of the wards in 
which he is assessed. 

The meeting then devolved itself into a 
public one and John T. Grange was un¬ 
animously appointed chairman, a position 
he occupied with marked acceptance to the 
large orowd in attendance. It was a good 
natured holiday ciowd and after the may¬ 
oralty candidates had had their say seemed 
to lose interest in the proceedings. 

The first speaker was Mayor Jamieson 
aud his remarks were well reoeiyed. He 
believed that we had reason to be thankful 
as no pesti’ence had visited the town dur¬ 
ing tho year and none of our prominent 
citizens had been called away. During the 
past year the council had conducted tbe 
affairs of the town efficiently and the best 
of harmony had prevailed at the board. 
Tho rate had been reduced ^ mill. He 
contended that it oould have been reduced 
1 mill. Our debt in round numbers 
amounted to about 960,500 We wette now 
paying 91,800 per year on railroad deben- 
tures tbe rate of interest being 6 per cent, 
but as they would become due in Dec. 
1899 they could be sold for 4 per cent and 
tbns reduce the amount by $000 per year. 
He referred briefly to the Pork Packing 
industry and favored granting the bonus as 
it would only mean about 50c. on a 91000 
assessment. In stepping down and out 
he tendered bis thanks to the citizens of 
Napanee for the cordial support they had 
given him and he also thanked the Chief 
Of-Police for the assistance he had 
rendered him.

He paid a graceful 
tribute to tho chairman and then waded in 
to the flnanoes of the town. He showed 
that a largo amount of the money expended 
by the counoil is fixed, but the money con¬ 
trolled by tbe council had been economically 
disbursed. He pointed out that one of tbe 
important matters to come before next 
year's council would bo the renewal of the 
Water Works contract. lie referred to 
the saving to bo effected by tho sale of the 
maturing railway bonds lie believed that 
next 3 ear the rate would bo reduced by 1 -.J 
mills. Between now and Aug. 1st '99, he 
estimated the expenditure at 919,G87, and 
the receipts be placed at 925,400. As he 
bad served them on the oouucil board for 
ten years ho confidently asked their sup- 

E ort for the position of Mayor. He turned 
is attention to Mr. Prqyn for a short time 
and believed that a man should serve at the 
oonncil board before ho aspired to the posi¬ 
tion of Mayor.

TOO MANY WOMEN. 

It must be disquieting to those who 
consider marriage to be every woman’s 
birth-right to see how stealthily but 
surely her chances of realizing b p r 
destiny are diminishing. 

The census of 1871 showed tint 
the women in the Unitoi Kingdom out¬ 
numbered the males by no fewer than 
983,195. In 1891 this deplorable dis¬ 
parity in numbers had grown to 958- 
63$, and at the last census, in 1891, the 
surplus females (not that under any 
conditions woman could be considered 
redundant) numbered 1,112,512. 

Think of this vust array of females 
who for matrimonial purposes must be 
deemed too many. Arranged 
abreast, at intervals of a yard, this ..air 
column would carry the tale of its 
grievances from London right across 
the border beyond Carlisle, and even 
there they would find no redress. 

The census figures prove that in Ire¬ 
land a woman's chances of finding her 
mate are better thamin any other part 
of the United Kingdom. For every 
1,000 males Ireland is blessed with 
1,029 females, a disparity which ne'd 
not make any Irish girl despair. Eng¬ 
land ranks next as a matrimonial 
market; as for every 1,000 men there 
are only sixty-four females to spare. 
Scotland has 1,072 females to every 
1,000 males, and must be content to be 
shiltined of marrying girls. 

The islands adjacent to England's 
shores are the le st promising as matri¬ 
monial hunting grounds, for no fewer 
thin 1,126 females have to be ap¬ 
portioned among 1,000 males. Through¬ 
out the United Kingdom there arc 
approximately 1,060 females to at tact 
every 1,000 males. 

The problem of the sexes assumes 
startling proportions when we con¬ 
sider that the females in the United 
Kingdom alone, if placed in single file 
at intervals of s little over six fe*t, 
could whisper a secret entirely round 
I bp earth at the equator. 

The females of England would form 
a column twenty abreast, at intervals 
of a yard, long enough to reach from 
Lizard Point to Berwick-on-Tweed 
Similarly arranged at intervals of a 
few inches more or less than a yard, 
the fair army of Scotland, five abreast; 
could link the Grampians with John 
o’Groats'. Ireland’s squally fair army, 
four abreast, would stretch across tbs 
extreme length of their country, and 
the insular fair ones would form a 
column, two abreast, extending in f 
straight line from Charing Cross to 
Woking.

Rn—i a U at the present moment 
threatened %ttb a doable danger- 
famine and the peat, or plague. The 
famine will fortunately be looaliied in 
the distriots. of the Volga. Already 
the provincial authorities are doing 
their best to fight against, or at least 
to attenuate the effects of the famine. 
Large provisions of wheat, sent from 
Siberia, are bein^ distributed among 
the starving families. All able-bodied 
peasants have been enlisted by the gov¬ 
ernment authorities to labor on public 
buildings and other works of public 
usefulness. 

The government has also decided to 
employ a number of these peasants on 
the construction of new canals through¬ 
out the steppes, for purposes of irriga¬ 
tion since the bad harvests of the past 
few years are precisely th eresult of 
the barrenness of the soil. 

But, whereas the famine only inter¬ 
ests Russia, and, in reality, but a small 
portion of the empire, on the other 
hand the plague interests all Europe. 
This dread disease prevails in the Pro¬ 
vince of Lamarcande, in Turkestan. It 
was in the village of Anzob, County of 
Iskender, and District of Piandjekend, 
that the disease suddenly made its ap¬ 
pearance. This region is a wild one; 
mountains, difficult of access and sur¬ 
rounded by peaks which, in certain 
cases, are over 13,000 feet in height. 

THE ASIATIC PLAGUE, 
the tchouma, for such is its real name, 
does not appear this time to have been 
imported from India. The first sus¬ 
picious case was that of an old woman 
of the village of Marzin. Another na^ 
tive woman, belonging to the village of 
Anzob took charge of the body, wash¬ 
ed and buried it according to Mussul¬ 
man rites. A few hours later this wo¬ 
man was taken ill with the disease, and 
died three days after. But the plague 
had already spread about her, among 
her relatives; first her parents, then 
her brothers and sisters died. A panic 
soon seised the inhabitants of Anzob. 
There was no physician in that remote 
community, but the wise men of the 
village held a council, and by a unani¬ 
mous vote came to the conclusion that 
the poor woman who had first been af¬ 
fected by the disease had not been buri¬ 
ed according to the rites prescribed by 
the Prophet. Hence the anger of the 
Almighty, whom it was necessaly to ap¬ 
pease before the disease could be stop¬ 
ped. Action was immediately taken 
in the matter, and the natives repair¬ 
ed to the Mohammedan cemetery. They 
disinterred the body of the^unfort- 
nate woman and, after having exam¬ 
ined it at leggth, buried it again ac¬ 
cording to the must approved Mussul¬ 
man rites. As a natural result of 
this performance, a few days 
three-fourths of the inhabitants of the 
village was stricken with the disease, 
and the tchouma, as everybody knows, 
is incurable.

Trinity House, the writer explain**, 
is the nautical college o^ bureau of 
navigation, founded in the time of I 
Henry VIII., and having in charge the ! 
lighting of the ooaat and the regulation 
of pilots. 

The classification of the pilot is a 
little intrioate. There are Inward pil¬ 
ots and outward pilots, North Chan¬ 
nel and South Channel pilots, exempt 
pilots and choice pilots. 

THE CHOICE PILOT 
is at the top of the profession, and if 
lucky may make bis $4,000 ayear. He 
is chosen by the great steamship oom- 
paniee to take charge of their vessels 
only. From exceptional skill or oth¬ 
er personal reasons, he thus gets all 
the beet work, that Is the biggest ves¬ 
sels and the longest distances—the 
charges are regulated by the draught 
of the vessel and the distance. The 
chief reason for the existence of the 
choice pilot is time saving. An ocean 
greyhound cannot afford to lie to at 
the pilot station till a man is avail¬ 
able to take her in. So the choice 
pilot trains to Plymouth or Falmouth, 
where the vessel touches to land mails 
or passengers, goes on board, and she 
can then steam into port without stop¬ 
ping. For pilotage, with a few excep¬ 
tion, is compulsory. Before 1886 the 
choice pilot could take one vessel out 
and bring another back, and there were 
men among them earning more than 
$5,000, a year. This state of thing* | 
was so obviously unfair to the ordin 
ary pilot that a regulation was made 
inhibiting men from asking charge on 
both “ outward ” and “ inward ’ ves 
vels. There are choice pilots at most 
of the important ports. 

The “ exempt ” pilot takes vessels ex¬ 
empted from oompulsory pilotage. They 
are chiefly boats engaged in the North 
Channel coasting trade, and must have 
on board a captain or mate with a pil¬ 
otage certificate, which, however, ap¬ 
pears to be no guarantee of efficiency, 
or there would be no need for the " ex¬ 
empt/' North and South Channel pilots

starts from either of these points and 
goes as far as Gravesend, the outward 
pilot starts from Gravesend. J£acb men 
returns by train to his staring point. 
From Gravesend to London Bridge is 
the domain of the river pilot. 

The boat in which the pilot goes out 
to seek his customers varies accord¬ 
ing to the needs of the coast and the 
demand for his services. The steam 
cutters which ply off Dungeness arc 
the beet type, the cobles of the Tyne 
the worst. The coble is only twenty 
feet long by five feet wide. It has 
no deck, so that those on board are 
exposed to all the fury of the weather. 
The Liverpool schooners are fine sea¬ 
worthy vessels. The largest ports are 
served chiefly by cutters. At Holy- 
head and on the Clyde they have lug- 
sailed boats, while at Greenock and 
Hartlepool they have tugs. 

There are rather more than 3,000 pil¬ 
ots on active service; each man is well 
known to the authorities. The confer¬ 
ment of a license involves the regis¬ 
tration of the most intimate details 
as to height, complexion, weight and 
general appearance. 

The headquarter^ for the port of 
London are at (ttaves^nd. Sometimes 
400 vessels pass there m a month, and 
sixty will at,one time be waiting to 
come in. 

The vessel wanting a pilot flies a jack 
at the foremast during the day, and 
burns a blue light at night. The pilot 
flag is blue and white, though on 
some parts of the coast each man car¬ 
ries in addition a distinctive flag of 
his own.

Landing in a 
heavy sea is still more dangerous, for 
the pilot must often take his chance 
or any boat, seaworthy or not, which 
will take them to shore.

My text speaks of four 
birds of beautiful instinct—the stork, 
of such strong affection that it is al¬ 
lowed familiarly to come, in Holland 
and Germany, and build Its nest over 
the door-way ; the sweet-dispositioned 
turtle-dove, mingling in colour white, 
and black, and brown, and ashen and 
chestnut ; the crane, with voice like 
the olang of a trumpet; the swallow, 
swift as a dart shot out of the bow of 
heaven, falling, mounting, skimming, 
sailing—four birds started by the pro¬ 
phet twenty-five centuries ago, yet fly¬ 
ing on through the ages, with rous¬ 
ing truth under glossy wing and in 
the clutch of stout claw. I suppose It 
may have been autumn—and the pro¬ 
phet out-of-doors, thinking of the im¬ 
penitence of the people of his day, hear® 
a great ory overhead.

Almost ovary one knows that When 
Defoe drew his story of Crusoe It was 
ths story of Alexander Bel kirk, and it 
is remarkable how eloseiy Defore kept 
to the foot of Selkirk’s existenoe on 
ths Isis. 

Even the story of Crusoe’s men Fri¬ 
day has a foundation of truth in the 
foot that Selkirk found and adopted 
a stray Indian. This man had beeom* 
separated from a party of Indians whs 
had landed on the Island, and, having 
lost hi mss It in the woods, was left be¬ 
hind by his people. Ths death of Sel¬ 
kirk's solitary companion did not oe- 
eur In such a dramatic manner, how¬ 
ever, of Aid that of Crusoe’s Friday, 
for Selkirk’s rstsinsr was drowned 
while flatting for hia master’s dinner. 

Barren as ths plaoe seemed te Sel¬ 
kirk when he was first marooned upon 
it, it now oontsims many flourishing 
spots. Ths fruit tree* which he plant¬ 
ed more than two hundred years age 
have reproduced themselves, and peach¬ 
es, pairs, quinces, and grapes are te 
be had in abundance, A mao who 
had a stock farm on tne island for 
some reason abandoned the undertak¬ 
ing several years ago, and turned hie 
live stock loose. The result is that 
cattle, sheep, goats, and pigs are now 
found there in a wild state, so that 
the new oolonlsta are likely to have 
some good sport if they have a tuna 
for hunting. 

In addition to thio, the sea swarms 
with codfish, which ehould provide plea- 
ant occupation for the anglerse. The 
settlers, therefore, are likely to be 
abundantl ysupplied with meat, fish 
abundantly supplied with meet, fish 
and fruit. 

Up to the present time, the Island 
whioh is in the Pacific Ooean, has been 
occupied by a few German and Chillag 
faimlies, numbering about fifteen per¬ 
sons in all. It Is now proposed by thi 
Chilian government to turn the laland 
into a regular colony, and about om 
hundred and fifty hardy Chilians will 
form the nucleus of the new settlement, 
which it is proposed to okrlsten "Cru¬ 
soe Island.’"

THE TYPEWRITER. 

It is generally supposed that the 
typewriting machine is quite a mod¬ 
ern invention, but there is a record In 
the archives of the English Patent Of- 
fioe for 1714 of an application for a 
patent for such a machine. Exaotly 100 
years later the firm of Bain Sc, Wright 
applied for a similar grant, and the 
construction of their machine afford¬ 
ed a basis that enabled a Mr. Thur- 
ber, at Worcester, to improve the sys¬ 
tem. In the year 1851 a Frenchman of 
the name of Foucall obtained an Eng¬ 
lish patent for a very ingeniously con¬ 
ceived writing machine, which waa 
shown in the great exhibition of the 
same year, and created no small sen¬ 
sation. 


EARTHQUAKES. 

When an earthquake occurs the en* 
tire cruet or surface of the earth ex¬ 
periences some effects of the disturb¬ 
ance. An earthquake in Calcutta 
which waa accurately recorded gaGe a 
basis for determining the speed of 
transmission of the wave of disturbance 
due te the shock. The disturbance, was 
registered at the Edinburgh Observa¬ 
tory, thousands of miles distant, and 
gave a speed of transmission of six and 
two tenths miles per second for rtbe 
heavier shocks and lees than two miles 
per second for the lighter ones.
